Scholarships and Bursaries 
Granted to Assist 
Graduate A^ork 

The lack o£ adequate facilities for 

■ research work In Canada, and the or- 
' Ranlzatlon .nnd pluhs of tlie N.-itlontil 

ricscarch Counoll to mrct iliis siliiii- 
tlon, foniied llic subject matter x>t an 
addreys delivered yesterday afternoon 
hj- Dr. H. M. Tory, K.R-S.C. at a joint 
meetlngr of the .McGIII Chapter of the. 
Sigma XI. the Chrniiciil Society, .■in.ri 
the Phy.«ie.Tl t^ocic;}'. 

The speaker, who was formerly Tro- 
feasor of Maihemattc.t at .Mctiill, and 
Is non' rrcsldenl of the University 
of Alberta as well as Chairman of 
the National Kesearch Council, iraL-- 
ed the history of the Council from its 
besinningF, and showed what it hif.l 
•Ireaflr done and expected to do with 
regard to a5!>l£llnK graduate work and 
research, especially the establishment 
«f a laboratory system. 

Chiefly as a result of the srientific 
conditions arising out of the war, the 

■ necessity of adequate research institu- 
tions was recognized; and all over the 
world, the work followinp the war has 
been tremendously intensified. 

Early Work In Canada, 

When the work began in l'.'anad;i. 
a survey of research conditions re- 
vealed two thine.-?: first ilicrc were 
no facilitieF, beyond the univcrsltle.'. 
and these were rather poor; .«econdly. 
the ifumber of men capable of under- 
taking intensive research, in Canada, 
was exceedingly small. The problem 
therefore, was to increase the faeili- 
Ues, and to give finnncl.Tl support to 
those who were willing and capable. 

Accordingly, the system of scholar- 
ships and bursaries was established 
-to-«nable promising graduates- to con- 
tinu?, by relieving "them of their fin- 
andal burdens. If they prove compet- 
ent and show quality, they are grant- 
ed further scholarships to help them 
carry on. These scholarships, which 
were given to Canadian universities 
only, aimed also at increasing the faci- 
lities for research .-it these instiiullons. 

Dr. Tory deplored the fact that, in 
the field of çraduate research, Can- 
ada is far behind other countries, hi- 
tfaough equal with anyone else in un- 
dergraduate work. The Kesearch Coun- 
cil, he .>^tatcd, hopes to change thl^j 
situation by means of variou.s plane. 
Orgsniiation of Research 

Besides setting aside funds eajh 
year to assist research, thus relieving 
a professor of the routine work con- 
nected "ith ihr iPM>;ir(:h, the Coun- 
cil organizes large researches where 
the work involves men of different 
training working together, as the re- 
search on rust v.lilch has already been 
going on for tlirrr; vtars, the utbeii-ii- 
losls liiVPslipiilioiis by biii.kt',riulOi','istK, 
etc. There arc also committees con- 
stantly studying various mutter!} in- 
volving reacarcli. 

"If we are to carry on industrial 
research," stated the speaker, "we 
need a labomlory ^^st'•lll. Work of a 
private nature for a .•.^i)i'i.'ial «'ompuny,

Edward AVIIliam .Vrcliibald 
professor of surgery at .MoGIU has 
been appointed by the boiinl of gov- 
ernors of the Ro.val Victoria. IIo.«p:tal 
as surReon-ln-chief, with full resp- 
onsibility and nntliorily for the adm- 
inistration of the surgical depart- 
ment. 

Br. Archibald's record is a distin- 
guished one. Ho graduated from Slc- 
fWll obtaining his bachelor of arts 
decree in IS?: and his doctor of 
medicine degree in ISOG. Immediately 
after gj-aduulioii lio became a resid- 
ent surgeon at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital and in 1900 was appointed, 
to the altcii'diiig ' sratt 'ns^ surglcaf 
p.ithologlst and • cilnlcal assistant In 
the dep/irlment of sur.çery.

Says Salon de l'Arsenal was 
Cradle of French Romantic 
Literature 



TUe fiiiy joyous almuspliere of the 
Salon iJ'Ar.ienal, the cradle of French 
romanticism, was described by Dr. 
Funck-lircntnno, noted historian, ni 
an address given before the Alli.-ni'-'- 
Française, In the Rllz-Cnrlton Hotel 
last night. 

The "Mlbliiitecriuo dc l'Arsenal," pre- 
sided over by (he liocl-llbrarlan 
Charles .Lodler, was (he meeting place 
for all the most brilliant flgiirf.-< of (he 
r.irly rom.intic period. Huco, Duiiins, 
haiiuiriliic. .Mu.'^si'i. .ind ho.sis of others 
thronged Ibcie every Sunday evening 
to enjoy the hospitality, kindliness and 
wi( of Lodler. There, these young poets 
and .dramatists, long befine. ihey be- 
came f.Vmous, reritfd their poetry, and 
e.vplaincd thoir llieories before a ."sym- 
pathetic audience, declared the siieak- 
cr. 

The clianii of Ihe ."^inul-iy e\ciiin^-s 
iTpent with CliMrli^s Lodler, lii^ wife, 
.ind their daughter. JIaric Lodicr. 
mode a deep Impression on these .voung 
men and is cvpressed l>y several or 
I hem In their poetry. 

Life of Lodler. 

Dr. Funck-Hrentauo dwelt .■^pci-ially 
on tho pcrsoiiality of Lodler himself. 
.\s an author, though interesting, he 
was not Important. He has been call- 
ed the ''bulterfly of literature.'' But 
as a 111.-111 he was the life and spirit 
of this colaric of writers. His appear- 
ance was not striking, and he never 
bothered about his clothes, but when, 
in the evening he sat in a dimly light- 
ed room surrounded by friend.", one 
forgot Ills long face,, and long limbi. 
>He held, his audience enthralled. lie 
was Interested in all subjects and 
could 'interest those who listened to 
him. llo'had entertained all ideas and 
opinions auccesslvel.v, sometimes two 
or throe opposing ones simultaneous- 
ly, and always with perfect sincerity. 

It was this sincerity joined to his 
extreme sensibility w-hich made his 
great charm, remarked the speakn-. 
Mis wide interests, doop sensibilities, 
and aiipciiling idiosyncracies, show 
that he had the rumantiu spirit of the 
times as well as Hugo. 

Tho Sunday evenings spent in his 
home were times of .uoneral gnity,

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THE LONG STRAIGHT 

Mid-term examinations end today; Tomor- 
row the second term of the session 1928-9 com- 
mences. The months of February and March 
which lie before us are perhaps the most ordi- 
nary, typical, routine months of the University 
calejidar. 

A^ery many students only commence to take 
the session seriously when mid-term exams are 
over. October i.s spent .settling in and exchang- 
ing summer reminiscences with friends, old and 
new; in November college activities get under 
weigh and life becomes a social round; as for 
December, December is Christmas, Chirstmas 
in anticipntory .'^hopping, hectic realisation and 
pleasurable retrospect. With the re-opening 
of college after the two weeks' holiday the ma-, 
jority of undergraduates suddenly find exams 
looming over their heads and spend their days 
immersed in books, swapping notes, and seek- 
ing free chairs at the library, and their nights 
in burning midnight oil. 

Undergraduates might profitably spend 
the next few days in a mental stocktaking, 
The_have two months of typical University life 
before them. HoXT'are they going to spend it? 
In the first jjlace do they know \vhat education 
is? There are many we meet daily who have 
not grasped the truth that education is not a 
cramming in of facts, but a "leading out" (the 
literal meanintg of the -word, as many classics 
students will tell you) of intelligence. They 
might remember Ruskin's famous words: "Edu- 
cation does not mean teaching people to know 
what they do not know. It means teaching 
them to behave as they do not behave." 

Perhaps the hardest problem any under- 
graduate has to face is the difficulty of aljpor- 
tioning his lime satisfactorily between the three 
great divisions of college life: .study; the so- 
cial side; "activities," Our reflective under- 
graduate might ponder, too, whether he is not 
giving undue preponderance to any one of 
these three. We all know we are here to study ; 
but no youth is comj)letely equipped for the 
battle of life who has not in his arnioury the 
charm of manner which comes from 'social in- 
tercourse. As for the diverse occupations 
classed under the head of ".student activities" 
— remember the words of thé Dean of Arts: 
"Unless you make .some contribution to college 
life at McGill you will never afterward make a 
contribution to the life of the comunity." 

Undergraduates might do w'drse than make 
up their minds on these questions now. If they 
do not make haste about it they will find time 
slipping from under them, they will find the 
Red and White Revue coming, the Alma Mater 
coming, the series of winding-up banquets 
coming, the thaw coming, and finally the fate- 
ful month of May. 

Not for nothing is "tempus fugit" the most 
frequently quoted latin tag. 

PAINFUL CIVILIZATION 

There is one man who does not' appreciate 
civilization, it is evident, Curtis B, Glover, a 
junior at Dartmouth college has bid goodby to 
college and civilised life to begin anew in the 
woods, far away from the painful pressure of 
• organised society. 

"Good-bye, Dartmouth," he wrote in a let- 
ter published in "The Dartmouth." 

"By the time you fead this, I shall be aboard 
a train speeding to northern wilds where I in- 
tend to prepare myself for a higher life than 
college leads to; the life described by Th9reau 
in 'Walden.' 

"I have existed in your civilization now for 
twenty years. I have existed merely as a spec- 
tator. You have forced me to do certain things, 
and I have done them — reluctantly, always in- 
wardly rebelling. Now I have decided to give 
expression to my wild nature, and to try 
whether it be possible to live humanly," 

We leave our readers to draw their own 
conclusions. To u.s their is both tragedy and 
comedy in this expression of rebellion of 
square peg in this round and inevitable hole of 
our .social life. 

We wonder, though, how many -people 
there arc who have this urge to get away and 
be alone, leaving the rush and endlessness of 
competition witb tiie world. More than a few, 
lire suspect.

READING OR CRAMMING? 

The !Tailiii;V i.trind, an I'xpL-riincnt in sUiiknt freedom 
entered upon last year l'y Radcliffc in company with 
Harvard, lias been denioiislratod to have nniiiicstioncd value, 
according lo figures made " public by President .Ada I.ouisc 
Comstock of Kadclilfe. The reading juMiod, during wliicli 
students in ibc llireo upper elasses study uu llicir own 
responsibility v.ilhnul Uctines •■v other clas^roonl exereiscs 
in a largo propottion oi their courses, is begiuninj; its sec- 
ond year's trial. During the period, which lasts for two 
weeks, Radcliffc women have no faculty assistance in 
their work except a list of books and sections of books 
suggested for reading: by the instructoi-; in their various 
courses. A second period, just before the final o.\aniinalion 
for tlic year, is longer, runuiiig from M.ny (j to May 29. 
The R.ndcliffc authorities have just completed n detailed 
study to discover whit effect, if any, the reading period 
experiment has had upon the work of Ihc students under- 
going it. 

The study just in.ido show.s that among tiic juniors the 
number of students wiiosc pgsition in the first four groups 
ill the final ranking last year stamped their work as 
"satiffactoiy" was 2S per cent larger than the average of 
tlic preceding three yesrs, while among the sophomores Ihc 
number making ".satisfactory'' grades was inci'cascd nearly 
20 percent. No figures arc. available for the seniors, many 
of whom arc excused from final examiiiations and for 
whom, therefore, no ranking list can. be made up! But 
among the freshmen, who did not iiavc the privilege and 
responsibilities of tlic reading period, the proportion mak- 
ing "satisfactory" grades last year differed by only two- 
tenths of one per cent from the three yoai-s average. 

"On the face of the figures,'' said Miss Comstock, "It 
looks as though Radcliffc women had risen to the opport- 
unity lor .-cii-dircctcd study provided by the Reading 
Period and shown that they can be trusted with responsibi- 
lity for their own education. Of çoùrsc wc must have more 
experience with this novel experiment before we speak too 
surely about its advantages. But when the juniors and so- 
phomores, who had it, improved ilicir ranking by 23 and 20 
per cent, while the freshmen, who did not have it, made no 
improvement whatever over the classes of previous years, it 
seems reasonable to credit the Reading Çcriod. at least tintil 
we have evidence of the contrary, with the improvement."

THE DAILY MIRRORS 

There is no absolute whereby to measure the rise and 
fall of the level of college journalism, if any. Periodically 
there arises the question of whither is the undergraduate 
newspaper goijip; the medium of judgment chosen by obs- 
ervers is liic editorial pages of college papers. The latest 
criticism, from tlic Dartmouth Alumni Magasine, . is an ep- 
itomc of all tiiat has been said on the subject lately. It as- 
serts that college editors fail to harmonire the' lone of their 
editorial columns with the responsibility that is theirs by 
virtue of their place as representatives of the college in 
prim. Cynicism, flippancy, and disregard of convcntionalitiej 
arc specific charges. 

That there is general truth in all this no one familiar 
with the run of college newspapers will deny. Critics are in- 
clined to take a ' lenient view of the causes ; some say that 
the demands of academic >vork and the difficulty of pro- 
ducing thoughtful, readable editorials day after day are 
responsible and others that the lack of constructive work is 
due, to. the ef £ort_ tojiiakc good, reading matter at the exp- 
ense of cornmon sense and often of . dignity. > ,. 

The striving for popular rcadibifity is oiic's'ide of the 
picture. College newspapers vary with the college even more 
than do larger papers with Ihc community. Where the tone 
of the college is one of popular appeal, the note struck in 
the paper will be like it. But there are colleges which havu 
reputations of high seriousness which arc often not borne 
out in mature productions in print, 

Tlic failure of the papers in these places may generally 
be laid lo a high sense of diiiy. Conscious of the distinction 
conferred tjpon thcin by a row of linotype machines at their 
bidding, they publish definite opinions on questions of sup- 
reme importance. Too often there is no firm foundation of 
fact, and because diiappioval is the e.iiicst course for mis- 
information, the result is the cynicism which has become 4 
byword. . ^ - . . 

After all, it is hardly fairifo-arraign the undergraduate 
press alft'ne' for superficiality. A flow of prinitr's ink- is 
thi only division between the iii.iss of students and the stu- 
dent editor. If cynic flippancy and supreme omniscience fill 
the editorial pages, they arc only ilie expression of one 
mind or the other, 'or ill-directed .curipsjly that misses the 
value of circumspection, typical of the undergraduate at- 
titude of today. Tin- p.ipcrs have become truer, mirrors of 
current ideas than llicy ever tried lo he.
